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Abstract: Annonated list of the Heterocera (Lepidoptera) of Mount Pulaq (Luzon Island, 
Philippines). Priamus 18 (1): 1-29, 51 figs. 1 map 

Faunistical list of the Heterocera of Mt. Pulaq is published here for the first time. Totally 118 species 
of 12 families are given with synonyms, original references, and distribution information. Various 
evaluations are also added to some species. New faunistical records and morphological 
contributions are also mentioned.

This is the first publication on the Heterocera fauna of Mount Pulaq (Central Luzon). 
Within the private project of the Cesa on the Lepidoptera of the Philippines (LPH) 2 , the present 
paper deals with the faunistic list of 118 species, which belong to 12 families (Aganaidae, Arctiidae, 
Drepanidae, Geometridae, Lasiocampidae, Lymantriidae, Noctuidae, Notodontidae, Pyralidae, 
Sphingidae, Thyatiridae, Uraniidae). Synonyms and original references to each species are added. 
Remarks are also given to some species. 

Pulaq is one of the most important and highest mount of the Philippines, located in Luzon 
Island (coded here as Pq). A large amount of the Heterocera material from Mt. Pulaq was collected 
by the local collector in 1999 and transferred to the Cesa Collection in the same year. 

All the material mentioned here are identified by the authors by using especially the Cesa 
Collection. Among them, identification of 16 taxa remain unfortunately at the genus level. These 
are as follows; Electrophaes sp., Heterostegania sp., Ourapteryx sp., Metallolophia sp., Synegia 
sp., Amphipyra sp., Anoratha sp., Bagada sp., Blenina (2 spp.), Diphtherocome sp., Dipterygina 
sp., Sypna sp., Mythimna sp.. Trachea sp. and Hoploscopa sp. They will be separately studied in 
future. 

All the illustrations used here are based upon the material collected from Mount Pulaq 
(Luzon). 
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In the present paper, there are several faunistical contributions to the Lepidoptera of the 
Philippines. The genera Heterostegania (Geometridae), and Holoscopa (Pyralidae) are first 
reported here. Similarly, Blenina angulipennis, Fascionyctafasciata, Xestia c-nigrum (Noctuidae) 
are new for the fauna of the Philippines. Tympanal organs of Dasyboarmia owadai and 
Rutellerona pulverulenta (Geometridae) are illustrated here for the first time.

Remarks : Dorsal side of the abdomen carries two protuberances, which are easily recognizable with 
dark-coloured hairs (Fig. 9). This structure has not been mentioned by Inoue (1990) in his 
revisional paper. The present species is very similar to Dindica owadai externally. However, male 
genitalia plays an important role in distinguishing two taxa. Dindica owadai was recently reported 
by the authors from Negros Island (Kemal, Kizildag & Kogak, 2019a: 9-10, figs. 14,15).
